number of Democrats who voted for the 
free silver bill earlier in the session voted 
against it this time., not d. suing to place 
a Democratic House on record in such flat 
opposition to the Democratic national 
platform and the Democratic candidate for 
President. Twice now a Republi^n Sen- 
ate has pasied a free silver bill, most of 
the votes in its favor, however, being D^m- 
ooratio votes. Twice tbe House has killed 
the bill the Senate has passed, onoe two 
years ago when the House was Republican, 
and again last week, when it was over- 
whelmingly Democratic. Both President 
Harrison and ex-President Cleveland hate 
publicly proclaimed their stern opposition 
to the measure. As between the two old 
parties, therefore, the issue is, for the 
present campaign, no issue at all.

I s.uv lately a letter from n young girl 


the giadaate ot one of our best western 
state universities, who modestly re- 
qt:ested admission as a mathematical 
student to the graduate department of a 
leading eastern institution. 
She repre- 


sented that she had not only mastered 
analytic geometry and the differential 
and integral calculus, but had grappled 
with "quarternions" and "determinants" 
and "least squares'' and many other 
hard things, and by way of evidence 
sent on two theses, one on "Geometric 
Inversion" and one on "Unicursal Cu- 
bics," which being inspected by the 
mathematical department at onca con- 
firmed her claims. Now there is no 
surplus of pupils in the graduate math- 
ematical list of that institution; then* 
were, indeed, only twenty of these last 
year, just one half of whom held fellow- 
ships or scholarships, and thus were 
aided while at their studies—a little 
more than three gi-aduate pupils to .an 
instructor, for theie are six instructors. 


Yet here was a young -woman whose 


one desnre was to study mathematics 
and pay for it, and bhe had to be m- 
foimod that her request must be denied. 
Setting all else aside, here was surely a 
great waste of scientific material. The 
precise object of a great university 
would seem to be to bring students and 
teachers together—la carnere ouverte 
AUX taleus, as Napoleon said. There 
was no complex question of _ residence, 
since three of the twenty pupils live out 
of town and come daily to their recita- 
tions; and yet, for the mere fact of be- 
ing a woman, this piomisingmathemat- 
ical pupil is letfc to pick up the mostrnd,- 
vancod researches that she can -without 
a teacher. It will seem simply incred- 
ible, twenty years hence, that such a 
condition of things can ever have ex- 
isted.—T. W. Higgmson in Harper's 
Bazar.

Fiult for Jollies. 


Many women have asked why their 


jollies do not jell; what they shall do to 
make thorn congeal; why they become 
moldy, etc. Pectin is the basis of vcg- 
etablo jellies 
It gives to the juices 


of fruit the property of gelatinizing. 
WhenLthe fruit is overripe, or when tho 
juice is cooked too long, it seems to lose 
its gelatinizing property. Wo often gee 
this when we attempt to make jully 
with ovempe fruit; the substcxnce will 
become thick and gummy with long 
cooking bxifc will not congeal. The irtiit 
for jellies bhould be ju&t ripo, or a httle 
underiipe, freshly picked and of a good 
quality, 


The small, juicy berries, such as cur- 


rants, blackbemes, raspbemes, etc.,can 
be cooked in a Btone pot, which should 
be placed in a kettlo of boiling water; 
then the contents should "be stiried and 
mashed well until the fruit is heated 
through, say for about an hour, or the 
fruit can be heated slowly in ft presei v- 
ing kettle and mashed well. In either 
^;ase strain the juice through a piece of 
cheese cloth and next through a flannel 
bag; 
place in a picseiving kettle ancloi.' 


Boil and skim; add a pound oi 
bug^u- for e-\oiy pound of jiiico, f.r&t 
heating the sugar in the oven 
Stir un- 


til the sugar dissolfos and fill tho glasses 


When such fruits ns apples, pears, 


peaches, quinces, etc , aro used, wasib 
them and then cut thorn into small 
pieces, barely covering with water, and 
cook gently until the truit looks soft 
and clear. It will take an hour at leasi 
for this process. Stiain the juice and 
let it boil about twenty minutes; add 
the hot sugar and boil iivo mmuteb 
longer. Placo tho nnco-veied glasses in 
a sunny window for a day or two; then 
cover with rounds of papor, over which 
tio a covering of cotton batting; keep izi 
a cool, diy place.—New York Ledger. 


AVoineu'a Political Clubs.

in the political club movement. The 
womep of Indiana hfl,ve long been known 
for the interest that they have taken in 
politics and for thuir activity. Mori- 
women go campaigning with their hus- 
bands in that state than anywhere else 
in tho Union, and duying the last light 
over the presidency they wero thor- 
oughly organized into clubs for cam- 
paign purposes. On several occasions 
clubs composed entirely of ladies went 
fiom different pails ot the state to Indi- 
nnapolis to call on Mis. Harrison. These 
clubs may be tho forerunner of a groat 
League of women that shall hold the 
iame place in this country that the Piim- 
roso leagno does in England.—Washing- 
ton Po&c.
